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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Uyama et al (see 2, 4 and 10 in Fig. 1 and col. 7, lines 36-59). 

The applied reference discloses the basic claimed method of making a security article 

including applying an optical interference pattern (ie, hologram 4) to one side of a light 

transmissive substrate (base 2) and forming a color shifting optical coating (10) on the 

same side of the substrate, Uyama et al essentially lacking the aspect of placing the 

hologram and color shifting coating on opposite sides of the substrate. It is submitted 

that one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to have formed the two 

features on opposite sides of the substrate dependent on the exact optical effect 

desired to perform the authentication. It is further noted that direct embossing on a 

substrate.to make a hologram is conventional in the art. While Uyama et al applies an 

additional hologram layer to the substrate, it is submitted that one of ordinary skill in the 

art would have embossed the substrate in lieu of providing an additional holographic 

layer to save on material costs. Uyama et al (col. 6, lines 12-14) teaches that the color 

shifting film would be formed in any film-forming method known. While the alternating 

ceramic layers are conventionally vapor-deposited, it certainly would have been within 

the skill level of the art to employ color shifting flakes and extrude them onto/coextrude 
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with the substrate. Color shifting flakes are quite conventional in the art and so is 
extrusion/coextrusion as a coating method. 

2. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Uyama et al in view of Coombs et al (see Figs. 1 and 2). 

Uyama et al discloses the basic claimed method as set forth in paragraph 1, supra, the 
primary reference essentially lacking the aspects of the exact arrangement of the color 
shifting film. Coombs et al discloses this and such would have been an obvious 
modification to the method of the primary reference dependent on the exact color shift 
pattern desired.
